It is said that 
through friends he learned of her close

Say Marriage Was a Phot. 


Some friends of Peugnet say that be- 
fore his investigation had proceeded far 
he was told that his marriage to Alex- 
ina Louise was the result of a delib- 
erate plot. 

The plot, it was said, began in the 
form of a proposition to Alexina Louise 
that if she would cease to worry cer- 
tain of her influential friends they 
— see that she captured a rich hus- 





had ever been. Three times within a 
short period, Peugnet alleges, she visit- 
ed her Maryland avenue friend at his 
home. 

Accuses Her Stepson. 

The last time Peugnet wag waiting for 
her when she returned. There was a 
quarrel in which Alexina Louise, desper- 
ate and with her back against the wall, 
said something that brought the affairs 
of the Peugnet family to a tragic cli- 
max. 

She told her husband that amon 
the ‘‘friends’’ with whom her relation 
had been close was his own son, Ernest 


Jr. 

The husband staggered as from a 
blow. He could not believe whaf he 
had heard, but he began an investiga- 
tion of the charge. A few days later 
the wife of Ernest Peugnet Jr. left 
her home at Carthage and went to 
Texas. A week after that Ernest Peug- 
net Jr. went into the bathroom at the 
home of his father-in-law at Carthas@ 
and shot himself, dying almost instant- 


ard avenue. There, the husband says, 
he found Alexina Louise the@enter of 
a crowd of merrymakers. He con- 
fronted her and begged her to return 
home with him. She scorned his ap- 
peal and told him she would remain 
where she was. 

One of the influential friends of her 
old days is said to have stood at her 
elbow when she threw defiance at her 
husband. That was the last straw. 
Twelve days later Peugnet filed his 
suit for divorce. 

His first petition merely alleged that 
she had rendered his life intolerable by 
associating with persons of objection- 
able character. 

Alexina Louise asked for alimony and 
was allowed $50 a month, but she has 
asked that this be increased to a 
month. 

On May 1 Peugnet filed an amended 
petition, in which, without naming men 
or places, he sets forth the dates on 
which he says his wife was indiscreet. 

He alleges also that since the filing 
of the suit she has circulated the state- 
ments which she had previously* made

For a time they itived at the hotel, 
then for a short season they boarded 
near,Grand avenue and Olive streets. 

And after that? 

Well, Alexina Louise came into her 
own as the mistress of the Lindell 
boulevard home. ae pretty house, 
which her husband bought and 
fitted up for her at the expense of a 
fair-sized fortune. Alexina Louise was 
on top now. She would do things right. 
First of all she must entertain. 

That was where the trouble com- 
menced. In her stenographer days Alex- 
ina Louise had learned to look at the 
world through Bohemian glasses. 

A theatrical man had been one of her 
good friends. He had often taken_ her 
behind the scenes where she met many 
members of the “profession.”’ 


Actresses at Her Home. 


Now that she was in the social swim 
she remembered what she had read of 
the triumphs of social leaders at New- 
port and other nice places who had 


scored success through the use of stage 
talent to amuse their friends. 
That is how it came about that Cap- 
tain Peugnet, when entering ‘is Lindell 
boulevard home at any time was apt to 
stub his toe against a ‘famous mono- 
logue artist’ or a “little dancing sun- 
iaam’’ from the vaudeville.

May 17.—Jerry 
Hayes was arrested in Bingham yes- 
terday afternoon charged with the mur- 
der of Mabel Pageiat Weston, Mass., 
March 31, 1904, for which crime Charles 
_L.. Tucker is awaiting electrocution on 
June 10. 

The arrest of Hayes came about 
through a peculiar’ chain of circum- 
Stances. He has been in Bingham off 
and on for the past two years. He

“The railroad senators are trying to 
obtain a broad court review by the 
adoption of the Bailey anti-injunction 
amendment, and are trying to get 
Bailey to help them.

This note was left for Loeb by 
Chandler on April 11, the day before 
Senator Bailey had made his great 
speech in favor of his amendment. 

Between April 11 and 14 Senator 
Bailey says he received word from two 
Democratic Senators, whom he does 
not name, that the President had said 
to them that he would insist on the 
Bailey anti-injunction amendment if 
Attorney-General Moody would say it 
was constitutional. 

Acting on this information, Bailey 
accepted the invitation he _ received 
from Chandler on April 14 to confer 
with Moody,.and he went to see 
Moody on Sunday, April 15, or four 
days after Chandler left the note with 
Loeb for the President, in which, it is 
charged, he called Bailey a traitor, 

Senator Bailey intends to make all 
these facts clear today, both by the 
submission of the exact text of the 
Chandler memorandum and the letter 
from Mr. Chandler in which these 
facts are recited. -He declares that 
this chronological history of the af- 
fair clears both Mr. Chandler and him- 
self and leaves the President in a 
still more embarassing position, Jf, 
as he intimates, and as is generally 
charged, he inspired the publication 
of the dispatches which were de- 
nounced by Bailey and Tillman. 

After Senator Balley learned the 
substance of the Chandler memoran- 
dum and before he had the _ exact 
text, he saw Mr. Chandler and said to 
him: “Why did you, in .this memo- 
randum, exclude me from co-operation 
with Senator Tillman?” 

“Because,” replied Mr. Chandler, “I 
had never talked with you about the 
rate bill. I knew nothing of your 
position at the time I wrote it, and, 
therefore, was not authorized to say 
anything in regard to it. I did know 
Senator Tillman’s position and was 
warranted in explaining it to the 
President.” 

“That explanation,’’ Senator Bailey 
said, ‘‘is perfectly satisfactory to me.”’ 

There is great curiosity in the Senate 

to learn the language of Mr. Chandler's 
communication to Loeb. When Sena- 
tors heard what it was and also heard 
the recital of facts connected with it, 
they were amazed that the. President, if 
he thought that Senator Bailey was 
working against the limited review 
amendment in common with the railroad 
Senators, should have asked Bailey to 
confer with Attorney-General Moody, 
and should have allowed the negotia- 
tions to continue until he broke them 
himself by embracing the Aldrich goki 
brick in the shape of the Allison amend-! 
ment. . 
They think another explanation is due 
from the White House, provided, of 
course, the White House had anything 
to do with inspiring the articles Sena- 
tors Bailey and Tillman denounced. 

They asked who could have inspired 
them but the White House, for nobody 
knew what was in the memorandum but 
the President and Loeb, and Tillman 
and Chandler evidently did not think 
aBiley a traitor, for they continued 
working with him and are working with 
him yet. 

A significant thing about this whole 
controversy, involving, as it now “does; 
the veracity of so many men of prom- 
inence, jis that since Senator odge 
arose last Saturday and delivered to the 
Senate the President's telephone mes- 
sage that ex-Senator Chandler was a 
“deliberate and unqualifid’ liar, not a 
Republican Senator has raised his voice

DOORKEEPER LONG TIME 


He Had Recently Bought New 
Home on Itaska Street—

Charles W. Brown, for many years 
doorkeeper for the Simmons Hardware 
Co,, Ninth and Spruce streets, was 
missing from his customary place 
Thursday. Six hurdred employes of the 


establishment missed his nod as they 
passed through the doors, and many 
customers during the day inquired 
about him. They were told that Brown 
had ended. his life. 

Brown left his post at 5 p. m. Wednes- 
day and went to a lavatory on the sec- 
ond floor. He took off his hat and coat, 
a bullet through his brain. He had been 
a bullet through his brin. He had been 
in {ll health for several months. 

Those on the second floor heard the 
report of a revolver. but thought it 
came from a box falling on the floor 
and paid no attention. A boy on the 
floor named Cullen, however, had keen- 
er ears and went to investigate. He dis- 
covered the lifeless body on the floor 
and fied in terror to the manager of the 
house. 

Not wishing to frighten the employes, 
mostly women and girls, the officers of 
the company kept news of the suicide 
from becoming current and obtained 
permission from the Coroner to leave 
the body in the lavatory until the store 
was closed. 


Had Bought New Home. 


Brown lived at 3568 Itaska street with 
his wife and 10-year-old son. He had 
recently moved from 3629 Missouri ave- 


nue and had paid $200 on the home, 
Which he was buying on the installment 
plan. Brown had recently returned from 
a trip to Colorado for his health. He 
formerly had been a hotel clerk. 

On the body a note addressed to Wal. 
lace D. Simmons was found. It will be 
given to Mr. Simmons at the inquest, 
Which was begun Thursday. 

It presumably contains explanation of 
his reason for committing suicide. Two 
promissory notes, each for $300, were 
aiso found. One was marked paid, but 
the other had gone to protest March 2%. 
They were indorsed by W. D. Simmons. 
A dfamond ring, a diamond stud, gold 
watch and $7.50 in money were found 
on the body.

It is being crowded out by. the 
executive and legislative meanings, so 
to speak. 


IT MEANS DEATH OR 
A DRINK IN KENTUCKY.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 17.—The lie 
in Kentucky means death or the drinks. 
Generally speakirg, it means a fight; 
and for any man to swallow the lie 
means that his streak of yellow is so 
broad and long as to make him con- 
temptible in the eyes of his fellow men. 
Years ago in a famous Republican 
State Convention at Music Hall in 
Louisville two factions were headed by 
scions of the bluest-blooded families in 


all Kentucky. They were the Goodloe 
and Swope families. One faction was 
led by Cassius M. Goodloe, and Armi- 
sted M. Swope led the other. Dirty pol- 
litics was dragged in, and then came 
ersonalities, personalities too sacred 
or expression. The lie was passed, 
Goodloe giving it to Swope. 

Everybody that afternoon looked for 
a killing, but with the persuasiveness

The Coroner’s jury was: Foreman, 
Leteher Owsley; George I. Smith, B. J.

In their presence Coroner Streeper ex- 
amined the body and the clothing found 
on it. Dr. W. H. Grayson, an experi- 
enced practitioner, told the jury after 
examining the body: 

‘The bones of the leg show this man 
was between 25 and 30 years old. He 
was 5 feet 8 inches and weighed 
well in proportion to his height. 


Death Might Be Recent. 
“T am absolutely certain the body: was 
packed in lime. The flesh is full of lime. 
This could not be a case of lime getting 


on the body by chance. It was put 
there with the body. 

‘How long would it take for the lime 
to have the effect noticeable in this 
case?’ he was asked. 

“It might take only three or 
days,” said the physician. The lime 
would cremate the dy and. leave it 
about as it is now. But I think the 
body was sunk longer than that time. 
The man may have been dead six 
months."’ 

Coroner Streeper, before he had ad- 
vantage of Dr. Grayson’s conclusions, 
made this unqualified statement: 

“TIT have no doubt the body was 
buried in lime. It was evidently 
packed in lime by the murderer.’’: The 
almost total lack of odor. shows. the 
presence of lime in large quantities. 
They could make. theirg deductions 
from that if the lime were not al- 
ready very apparent to the eye. 


Girl of 15 Tends Bar. 


Following the statement of the‘ex- 
pert, the taking of testimony of wit- 
nesses in the inquest began. 

Annie Plese, .the saloon. keeper's 
daughter, was called first. In answer 


to questions of Foreman Owsley, she 
said she was 15 years old and tends 
bar sometimes for her father. 

Last November, she said, 20 men 
made trouble in the saloon when her 
father was in Indianapolis. One of 
them slapped her face. Her father’s 
friends in the place did not protect 
her, and the men walked out and fired 
a shot back at the_ saloon. They 
struck her mother before going. 

In the testimony the girl spoke about 
Milo Clinton, who then lived near the 
saloon, who was said to have been one 
of the party who make the disturbance. 

“Did ‘you ever see Milo after that 
night?" she was asked.

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SENATE DEFEAT 
ATH COM 


Offered as Amendment to Rate 
Bill and Is Voted 
~ Down, 


Special to the Post-Dispatcs. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—In the mist 
of its other trials and tribulations the 


Senate has shown to an amazed world 
that .it, collectively. does not. know 
the Tenth Conimandment from _ the 
fourth. More than that, the Senate 
stolidly voted against the Fourth 
Commandment as an amendment to 
the rate bill. 

The Fourth Commandment was the 
last amendment offered before’ the 
rate bill was pronounced completed 
So far as the Senate, acting in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, was coneerned. 
It was proposed by Mr. McLaurin of 
Mississippi, who had completed an 
earnest plea for a long and short haul 
provision in the bill. 

“I suppose,” said Mr. 
disgust, as his amendment was de- 
feated, “that this Republican Senate 
would vote down the Lord's Prayer 
if offered as an amendment.” 

Mr. McLaurin said he would give 
the Senate an opportunity in this di- 
rection, as he would propose a or- 
ion: of the Tenth.Commandment as 
an amendment. He submitted an 
amendment prohibiting the running 
of all trains engaged in interstate 
commerce between the hours of sun- 
rise and sunset on the Sabbath day. 
Repeating again that this was besed 
On a portion of. the Tenth Comm 4nd- 
ment, Mr. McLaurin. read several 
verses from the twentieth chapter of 
Exodus, in which work of all kind 
was forbidden on the Sabbath day. 

“IT want every Senator to realize,” 
said Mr. McLaurin, “that in casting a 
negative vote he is voting against the 
Tenth Commandment-——remember the 
Sabbath day. to keep it holy.” Mr.

At last 
I went to the head of the firm and 
asked him what was the matter with 
Mr. Morrison. 

Followed Them to House, 


‘‘He told me there was another wom- 
an, a stenographer in the store. I had 
suspected as much, and now I deter- 
mined to. see for myself. I first hired a 
detective, then | decided to be one my- 
self, arid one evening I dressed as a 
widow, and with the detectiye and my 
father, who always accompanied me, I 
followed them to a house on Olive 
street, néar Seventeenth.

CHAIRMAN EVANS AND THE PASS. 


The protest of Chairman Evans of the Democratic 








committee against the decision of the railroads not 
to give passes to the delegates to State political 
conventions is an astounding utterance from the 
leader of a great party. Mr. Evans denounces the 
action of the railroad managers as unjust to the 
party and as “snap judgment,” which will work to 
the disadvantage of the party by depriving the del- 
egates of the means of transportation to the con- 
vention. He prophesies that not more than a third 
of the delegates will attend the conventions. 

This is a practical admission that there has been 
an understanding, if not an alliance, between the 
railroad interests and the Democratic party of the 
State, by which the railroads were expected to take 
care of the party transportation. How else can the 
charge of injustice and snap judgment be explained? 
But railroads do not give something for nothing— 
what is the railroad compensation? The question is 
unnecessary, in view of the record of the old Demo- 
cratic machine.

If Dem- 
ocratic reform means that the railroad influence in 
politics is merely to be denounced, but not eliminat- 
ed; ifthe party leaders intend to “keep the word of 
promise to the ear and break it to our hope,” the 
people should know it. If, as Chairman Evans in- 
timates, the party is dependent upon the railroads 
for its existence, for the privilege of assembling in 
convention to nominate candidates for public offices 
and to determine its policies with reference to State 
government, then the party has outlived its useful- 


ness.

Use of Government Seal. Indi- 
cates That Men:in Wash- 


‘ington Aided Frauds, 





When the Federal and immigration 
authorities began an investigation some 
time ago fmto the case of Lee Ling, a 
young Chinaman against whom the 
charge of violating the immigration 
laws is to be heard Thursday afternoon, 
before Unfted States Commissioner 


Chase Morsey, a startling scheme of 
fraud, participated in, it is said, even 
by Government authorities in Washing- 
ton, was revealed. There is not much 
doubt that, with the evidence against 
him, Ling will be deported. ‘* 

The fraud lies in counterfeit certifi- 
cates issued to Chinamen entitling them 
to remain in America. 

A certificate issued years ago to Chi- 
namen who have since died or gone 
back to China to remain is so changed 
that it appears to have been granted to 
the Chinaman who possesses it when 
the authorities demand the presentation 
of this certificate. Acid is used to erase 
the name of the older Chinaman, the 
name of the younger is substituted and 
the younger Chinaman’'s picture is sub- 
stituted for the photograph of the man 
to whom the certificate was originally 
issued. 

Upon the arrest of Lee Ling several 
weeks ago by immigration authorities 
and after his hearing before Commis- 
sioner Morsey, when he exhibited his 
certificate, Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Horace Dyer and Immi- 
gration inspectors began an investiga- 
tion, believing that the certificate was 
fraudulent. 


Photographs Changed. 


Charles Key, the Chinaman allied with 
the Immigration Bureau and versed in 
the English language, has done much 
to aid the Federal authorities in such 


cases and he was chosen to g0 to 
Washington to look into the Lee Ling 
case, as the certificates are issued there. 

‘A numbered stub is kept on file in 
Washington, supposedly corresponding 
in every detail to the certificate kept for 
inspection by the Chinaman to whom it 
is issued. Photographs are on the orig- 
inal certificate and on the stub as well. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
the number on the certificate produced 
by Lee Ling had a counterpart in Wash- 
ington, but the stub there contained the 
name of a Chinaman §& years old, 
whereas Lee Ling's certificate states 
that he is the man to whom the right 
to remain in the United States was 
granted and that he is 20 years of age. 
The older Chinaman’s photograph is on 
the stub while a good likeness of Lee 
Ling is on the certificate he produced. 

Digging into the case further, @harley 
Key and others who were inv estigating 
returned to St. Louis and reported to 
the immigration authorities and to Dyer, 
who prosecutes the cases at the instance 
of the Government, that acid had been 
used to erase the name originally on the 
certificate. 


Government Seal Used. 


The photograph of the older Chinaman 
had been removed from the certificate 
held by Lee Ling and the latter's pic- 
ture substituted after his pame and age 
had replaced that of th@ older man. 
Acid marks are visible when the paper 


is held in the right position to the light, 

The most startling discovery made was 
that the seal of the United States Gov- 
ernment had been affixed a second time 


after Lee Ling's photograph and name. 


and age had been substituted, showing, 
Dyer says, that some official who has 
access to the seal was in the fraud. 
Charley Key will leave for Washington 
after Lee Ling’s trial is finished, and 
further investigations are on foot. 

The names of Government officials be: 
ing watched are withheld until District 
Attorney Dyer and his assistants can 
learn more of the facts in the fraud and 
decide what action will be taken, 

Chinamen are said to purchase the 
fake certificates from men of their own 
race who are allied with men in Wash- 
inston. 

lt is said that hundreds of Chinamen 
in St. Louis and all the other large cit- 
leg in the United States have certificates 
of this kind. 

~The two photographs are to be used 
in the trial of Lee Ling Thursday and 
will then be held as evidence in further 
investigations by Government officials.

This is a story without names... It has 
an al fresco setting.

OIL TRUST PRESS 
AGENT GETS BUSY 


Replies to Charges Made in 
Roosevelt's Message to 
Congress. 


NPW YORK, May 17.—For the second 
time in its history, so far as the memory 
of Wall Street runs, the Standard Oil 
Co. has given out a detailed statement 
to its stockholders. The statement was 
in effect a reply to the charges made by 
President Roosevelt against the Stan- 
dard Oil Co. in his Special message to 
Congress on May 4. 

The Standard Oil statement was In 
phamphlet form and was virtually an 
address of the directors to the 
holders. It was handed out to the news- 
paper men by J. I. C. Clarke, the, press 
agent of the Oil trust. The report take s 
up the charges of Commissioner Gar- 
field and makes specific denial of them 
in turn. It covers about the same 
ground as did the reply of Messrs. Arch- 
bold and Rogers, issued directly after 
the President's message was made pub- 
lic. 


In regard to the charge of the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Garfield that the savings 
of the Standard Oil through rebates 
amounted to $750,000 a year, the state- 
ment declares that there was no state- 
od by which these two officials could 
arrive at such a conclusion except by 
“theorizing.”’ 

The report concludes: ; 

“After an investigation of about 15 
years over more than 9,000 miles of 
railway, the Commissioner is not able to 
show that the Standard Oil Company re- 
ceived a single rebate on its interstate 
shipments. he company owns and con- 
trols only a very moderate percentage 
of the crude oil production of the | nit- 
ed States, and with at least 1% rival re- 
fineries in existence, it is a palpable 
absurdity to call it a monopoly.

WASHINGTON, May  17.—Senator 
Bulkeley of Connecticut, who is also 
president of the Aetna Fire Insurance 
Co., admitted today that he had con- 
tributed $5000 of the funds of thAt com- 
pany to the Republican campaign fund 
of 1896 to defeat William J. Bryan. 

“It might just as easily have given 
$20,000,’ Senator Bulkeley said, ‘but 
what the company did give is not a 
flea bite in comparison to what I per- 
sonally contributed.” 

Senator Bulkeley was before the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary in connection with 
the Ames bill to regulate insurance in 
the District of Columbia. 

“Do you think that action upon your 
part contributing the trust funds. of 
your company to the campaign com- 
mittee,’’ asked Mr. De Armond, ‘‘was 
justifiable, ‘honest or decent?’’ 

“I contend,” Senator Bulkeley said, 
“that every custodian of funds of this 
character is justified and within his 
right when he takes that money and 
applies it to the pratection of the rights 
of the people. I considered that the 
election of Mr. Bryan would have been 
a calamity.’’ 

Mr. De Armond said he wouWi like to 
inyguire into the standard of morals 
which he sets up to justify guch a con- 
tention. 

Senator Bulkeley repeated his asser- 
tion that he thought he was justified in 
using the funds of the corfipany in this 
way, and added further that in his 
opinion the party having the most 
money would win. 

“Did you contribute to the Democratic 
party when it was successful?’ asked 
Mr. De Armond. He said he did not. 

“Do you not think the election of 1896 
was bought?” 

“I do not,”’ Senator Bulkeley said. 

Mr. DeArmond then wanted to know 
what, in the Senator’s opinion, had be- 
come of the vast fund which the Repub- 
lican committee had raised that year. 
Senator Bulkeley said he believed it had 
been “‘legitimately spent.” This pro- 
duced a laugh in which the Senator him- 
self joined. 

He went on to say that he justified his 
action in making this contribution to 
the Republican campaign fund on the 
ground of public expediency in the same 
manner in which he justified his contri- 
bution of $5000 from the company’s funds 
to the San Francisco sufferers recently. 
He said he did not fear criticism for do- 
ing anything which he thought proper, 
and that he gave the money in the per- 
formance of his duty, as he thought. 

“This ls a new philosophy of insurance 
of which I am glad to hear,’ Mr. De- 
Armond said. “There are some people 
who get so powerful in the financial 
world that they do not fear to go in 
7 az where others would not dare to 
oO. 

“If you gentlemen of the House of 
Representatives,” replied Senator Bulke- 
ley, “‘who handle and disburse millions 
of the people's money, disburse it as 
honestly as money is handled by the 
— ae ton the country, you 
ave no fear o ing before yo 
constituents.’’ — fags
